Largest Herd 
__Of Turkeys _ 
~ In Canada 


—:0:— 

Nine years ago. Mrs W A Free 
man of Ardenode, Alberta won a 
pair of bronze turkeys in a rattle 
at Strathmore. She now has the 
largest turkey ranch in Canada and 
is the acknowledged queen of tur 
keys in the raffle suggested to Mrs 
turkeys will return a revenue ol 
$10,000 this year. 

The winning of the pair of tur 
seys in teh raffle suggested to el 
Freeman the idea of raising tur 
keys as a aide line, 

This year she has raised 2 500) 
birds. Three hundred hens, all 
government inspected,have suppli 
ed the demand for eggs in 1930 
and 45 of the most perfect hens 
have been selected for first class 
breeding stock. A revenue ot 
$2,000 has already been obtained 
this year from the sale of eggs 
and $2.500 from the breeding 
stock. The receipts from the sale 
of table birds for Thanksgiving and 
Christmas are expected to bring 
this year’s total up to $10,000. 

The Freeman farm on which the 
turkeys are raised has creek run- 
ning through it, which supplies a 
constant and plentiful supply of 
good water, an essential for suc- 
cessful turkey raising. The soil is 
sandy, which assures good drain- 
age. Most of the chicks are hatch 
ed in incubators, After hatching 
tle chicks are sheltered for about 
ten days in large coops and then 
allowed to roam. The main flock 
is kept on about 300 acres of land 
fenced in. Scrupulous attention Is 
paid to the cleanliness of the sheds 
and roosts ,etc, which are poe. 
with shingle oil from time to time 
to destroy fleas. lice, etc.

There 
is a very positive form of imumort- 
ality, for this life, apart {rom any 
idea of that beyond the “Great Li- 
vide’ which is the immortality pas 
sed on trom parent to child, 
throughout the generations, 

This form of immortality was de- 
nied thousands of the youths who 
gave their lives. but the influence 
of the noble spirit of self surrender 
Was the power which has immort- 
alized them. 

The preacher said it was not the 
length of life, but the fulness of 
life lived, which made for the per- 
fect life. 

As for instance Keats and Shel- 
ley, both who died at a very early 
age, yet left behind them such 
poetry as has caused their names 
to be ranked among the very first 
in our langUhge. 

In contrast he mentioned some 
who had lived out the three score 
years and ten or more and in that 
time had produced much that was 
of very little worth 

There are necessarily exceptions 
to this rule, and as example Dr. 
Dickson spoke of Thos. Hardy who 
wrote one of his finest poems atf- 
ter he was 80 years, and Gladstone 
England's Grand Old Man, who 
guided the ship of state, years 
after the allotted span. 

The speaker dwelt on the sacri- 
fice of the Master Christ Himsel 
who though living so short a life, 
had exerted and continues to exert 
an influence, the greatest the 
world has known. 

Mr Lydiatt has never sung to 
better advantage than in his solo 
The Phantom Legions”, It was 8 
superb rendering.
